AHS can’t confirm 
strategy update

Nearly 18 months after former Health 
Minister Fred Home demanded Alberta 
Health Services set standard response 
times for its ambulances, government of¬ 
ficials still can’t confirm they’re in place. 

In June 2014, Metro reported the con¬ 
tents of a memo AHS sent to Edmonton 
paramedics. 

That memo, detailing how AHS “does 
not have a response time target,” came 
after paramedics raised concerns about 
response times. 

After Metro published the story, Home 
said the memo surprised him. 

“It’s certainly not acceptable in any¬ 
one’s eyes to operate a system that 
doesn’t have targets, specifically for 
something as critical as (ambulance) 
response times,” he told Metro, in June 
2014. 

On July 22, Metro filed a freedom of 
information request for records of AHS’s 
work on response times. 

In August, the request received the 


standard acknowledgment promising 
a response within 30 days, but Metro 
has had no updates since. 

Since Home’s order AHS has repeat¬ 
edly stated they’re working on the issue. 

On Tuesday, AHS spokesman Keny 
Williamson was unable to provide an 
update. 

Health Minister Sarah Hoffman said 
Tuesday health care wait times are a 
priority for her government, including 
ambulances. “We’re creating an overall 
wait time strategy, and hope to have 
more details available in the coming 
months,” she said in a statement. 

Though it’s unclear if AHS has re 
sponse benchmarks yet, Amanda Rayner, 
spokeswoman for the Alberta Paramedic 
Association, said paramedics have un¬ 
official targets they use as guidelines. 

These targets mirror those that used 
to be in place when Alberta’s major cities 
were in charge of ambulances. 

At that time, Calgary EMS had a bench¬ 
mark response of eight minutes while 
Edmonton had a benchmark of nine 
minutes, 90 per cent of the time. 

“Anything to assist paramedics — in¬ 
cluding (official) benchmarks — to make 
the system more efficient is always wel¬ 
come,” Rayner said. 

Calls that go longer than 15 minutes 
are investigated, she added.

Ottawa announced Tuesday 
that Canada will welcome just 
10,000 Syrian refugees by year’s 
end, and Mayor Don Iveson said 
the revised number gives Ed¬ 
monton time to better prepare. 

Trudeau said Tuesday that Ot¬ 
tawa still aims to bring 25,000 
Syrian refugees into Canada, 
but will do so by the end of 
Februaiy. 

Iveson said the smaller num¬ 
ber expected by year’s end will 
allow Edmonton to better pre¬ 
pare for what he estimates will 
be between 1,000 and 1,500 new 
residents by the end of Februaiy. 

“I think eveiybody wants to 
ensure that when the refugees 
arrive here they have all the 
supports that they need,” he 
said. Iveson said the city was 
prepared to meet Ottawa’s ori¬ 
ginal timeline, but having more 
time means less pressure on the 
city’s rental market.

Sarah Jackson is going for a 
walk on Thursday. Not just 
around the block, but all the 
way to Newfoundland. 

Armed with a backpack 
filled with just the essentials — 
a tent, sleeping bag, clothing, 
pots, toiletries and food — the 
University of Alberta graduate 
began her trek to hike 18,000 
kilometres of the 
unfinished Trans 
Canada Trail in 
Victoria, in June. 

Jackson 
walked through 
searing heat and 
heavy smoke 
from B.C. wild¬ 
fires. But win¬ 
ter’s heavy snow 
is another beast, 
she said, as she 
prepares to con¬ 
tinue her trip east from Ed¬ 
monton on Thursday. 

“It’s definitely on my mind, 
it’s something I definitely need 
to consider as I go along,” Jack- 
son said, of the winter weather. 
“I’ll keep going as far as I can 
and as long as I can, and I’ll 


hole up if I need to, if the tem¬ 
peratures drop significantly.” 

Jackson decided to walk 
across Canada simply because, 
at 24 years old, she hadn’t seen 
much of it. She was fascinated 
with endurance hiking and de¬ 
cided it was the right time to 
embark on her own adventure. 

Jackson walks anywhere 
from 15 to 40 kilometres a day, 
for stretches of five to 15 days 
at a time. She took some time 
off in August and October for 
family events, but each time, 
she said she couldn’t wait to 
get back on the trail. 

The biggest challenge hasn’t 
been blisters, cold nights in her 
tent, or the rougher patches 
of the unfinished trail, but 
instead finding 
friends, family 
and even stran¬ 
gers to accom¬ 
pany her along 
the route. 

“It’s been 
amazing, really 
incredible, but 
I made a bit of 
a deal with my 
parents that 
I’m going to try 
my best not to 
walk alone, so I’m always look¬ 
ing for people to hike with,” 
Jackson said. 

She’s slept under proper 
roofs some nights, but says 
she’s loved the nights spent 
in her tent overlooking rivers, 
canyons and giant fields under

When news of MLA Manmeet 
Bhullar’s passing reached Saima 
Jamal yesterday, to her it wasn’t 
a politician lost, but a brother 
taken too young doing what 
he did best — helping people. 

That, and his dedication and 
inspiration to youth, is why 
Jamal said it’s appropriate to 
name a school, ideally in Cal¬ 
gary’s northeast where he served 
as MLA for Calgary-Greenway, 
after the politician. 

“His contributions to my ac¬ 
tivism work, to my political ac¬ 
tivism, to my community work 
to my personal life has been im¬ 
mense and it’s the same towards 
anyone you talk to,” Jamal said. 
“He was literally larger than life. 

“The loss was so big for Al¬ 
bertans that I wanted to pay a 
special tribute to him.” 

Jamal started an online pe¬ 
tition online that has reached 
over 1,200 signatures, and it will 
be presented to Premier Rachel 
Notley with the hope one of the 
province’s new schools can be 
named after Bhullar. She’s also 
asked people to write to rally 
MLAs to ask the government to 
\honour the MLA. 

Calgaiy Board of Education 
trustee chair Joy Bowen-Eyre 
said they are deeply saddened 
to hear of the passing of Bhullar 
and offered their condolences. 

“We have a clearly laid-out 
naming policy,” said Bowen-Eyre. 
“We work extensively with any 
of our new community schools 
regarding the naming process... 
we would welcome any sugges¬ 
tions from members of the pub¬ 
lic regarding any of our new 
schools.” 

No schools in the northeast 
have yet to be named. 


Alberta MLAs death 
hits close to home

Alberta Liberal leader David

Other Alberta politicians do 
the same. Especially when the 
snow flies, much like it did 
Monday. 

A Progressive Conservative 
member of Alberta’s opposition, 
Manmeet Bhullar, was killed 
Monday while driving from Cal- 
gaiy to Edmonton as a winter 
storm hit much of the province. 
The 35-year-old was struck by a 
semi after he stopped to help a 
motorist whose car had flipped 
on the busy Queen Elizabeth 
II Highway north of Red Deer. 

Several politicians across the 
Prairies say his death is a grim 
reminder of a hidden danger 
they face as part of their jobs 
— spending numerous hours 
on the road alone, often when 
the weather is bad. 

“I take the bus partly because 
I don’t feel safe on the roads in 
conditions like this,” Alberta 
Liberal Leader David Swann said 
Tuesday as snow continued to 
fall in Edmonton. 

He travels to the capital from 


his riding of Calgary Mountain 
View on the same highway 
where Bhullar was killed. 

So does Alberta Wildrose 
house leader Nathan Cooper, 
who represents the rural riding 
of Olds-Didsbuiy-Three Hills. 

He said Bhullar’s death will 
make him more cautious. 

“It will certainly give me 
pause the next time the road 
conditions might not be ideal 
and you’re rushing up to Edmon¬ 


ton to get here for something 
that you feel is really important.” 

Blaine Pedersen, who has 
represented a southern Mani¬ 
toba riding about an hour out¬ 
side of Winnipeg since 2007, 
said Bhullar’s death hits close 
to home. 

“I’ve stopped to help people 
by the side of the road too,” 
he said. 

He’s also hit several deer and 
had many close calls in all kinds 


of weather. 

Doyle Piwniuk represents the 
constituency of Arthur-Virden 
by the Manitoba-Saslcatchewan 
boundary. It’s a three-hour drive 
from Winnipeg and takes several 
more hours to drive from one 
end of the district to the other. 

He recently drove home in a 
foggy mist and, while passing a 
car on the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way, suddenly spotted a streak 
of red on the road. A semi in 
front of him hit a deer. 

Piwniuk had no choice but to 
drive over the animal. 

“ft was there before I knew 
it,” he said. “These are some of 
the risks that are out there.”

CHILDREN'S RIGHTS 

Politician 
was a fierce 
champion 

An Alberta member of the legis¬ 
lature is being remembered by 
his peers as a mountain of a 
man, a fierce political debater 
and a big-hearted champion of 
children. 

White roses, a red prayer 
book and the provincial flag 
were placed Tuesday on the 
desk at which Manmeet Bhul¬ 
lar usually sat in the chamber. 
Politicians from both sides of 
the house walked past and paid 
silent tribute. 

Bhullar, 35, was killed Mon¬ 
day on an icy and snowy stretch 
of the main route between Ed¬ 
monton and Calgaiy. He had 
pulled over to the side of the 
Queen Elizabeth II Highway to 
offer help in a vehicle rollover. 
An oncoming semi lost control 
and hit him. 

He was in his third term as the 
member for the Calgaiy Green¬ 
way constituency. 

Flags at all Alberta govern¬ 
ment buildings flew at half-mast 
on Tuesday and the Ontario legis¬ 
lature held a moment of silence. 
In Regina, Saskatchewan legis¬ 
lature member Greg Ottenbreit 
offered his condolences. 

It was as human services min¬ 
ister in 2014 that he took action 
following a newspaper’s inves¬ 
tigative series revealing that 45 
children had died in government 
care over a 14-year period. Bhul¬ 
lar put through changes allowing 
names and cases to be made 
public in the future. 

“There are a lot of changes to 
children in care that he brought 
about that have made a big dif¬ 
ference for many vulnerable 
kids and their families,” said 
NDP government house leader 
Brian Mason. 

“I think that was his finest 
moment in terms of his contri¬ 
bution to public life.” 

None of Bhullar’s eight PC 
caucus colleagues was in the 
house Tuesday.

Snowfall heralds first 
parking ban of season 

With a blanket of fresh 
snow coating Edmon¬ 
ton's streets, the city put 
the first seasonal park¬ 
ing ban of this winter 
into effect Tuesday on 
priority streets. 

As soon as the 
snowfall began Monday 
afternoon, Eduardo 
Sosa, director of 
roadway maintenance, 
was eager to get the 
message out. 

"We have had around 
25 centimetres of snow 
accumulating on our 
roads," he said. 

"Please make sure you 
park off the collector 
and bus routes so our 
crews can do a good job 
plowing." 

The parking ban went 
into full force Tuesday at 
11 p.m., and any vehicles 
left on the designed 
routes after that time 
could be towed. 

Sosa lauded the fast 
response of the snow re¬ 
moval crews, who acted 
quickly in cleaning up 
the roads when the snow 
came Monday. 

"At around 1 p.m., as 
soon as we had snow 
falling, we had sanders 
out," he said. 

"Then when we had 
enough snow accumu¬ 
lating, we started plow¬ 
ing with the same units 
on the street already." 

More than 200 city- 
owned and contracted 
plows and sanders were 
immediately on the 
roads, and they will con¬ 
tinue working, in some 
cases making second 
passes on critical com¬ 
muter routes until the 
snow is fully cleared. 

Residents can follow 
snow removal progress 
with the city's new snow 
clearing map.

SLUGLINE 

City wants to 
make room for 
pedestrians on 
Jasper Avenue

The city is set to continue its 
ongoing rebuild of Jasper Av¬ 
enue in the next couple of 
years but doesn’t want to do 
so without public input on 
the design. 

Two planning exercises 
Wednesday night at Christ 
Church — one from 5 to 6:30 
p.m. and another from 7 to 
8:30 p.m. —will gather ideas 
to improve the avenue, one 


of Edmonton’s main streets, 
westward from 109 Street to 
124 Street. 

Project manager Satya Ga- 
didasu said the goal is to have 
“a vision created for the cor¬ 
ridor” before design work be¬ 
gins in 2016-2017. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
the public has an opportun¬ 
ity to help design the street 
and make it more attractive 
for users other than drivers. 

“Imagine a street where 
there are trees lining the side¬ 
walk, and it’s quieter because 
of that, and there is shade be¬ 
cause of that, and there are 
patios around coffee shops 
and restaurants and there is 
street furniture,” he said. 

“It’s not just a transporta¬ 
tion corridor for pedestrians 
but we are truly trying to 
make places for people.”

Jasper Avenue is currently 
six lanes wide and, as a vehicle 
corridor, sees 30,000 cars daily. 
The east side of Jasper was 
refreshed in 2013 with wider 
sidewalks and other upgrades. 

McKeen said the esthetic 
choices and things like street 
furniture, style of lighting, 
trees and other details are all 
things the public deserves to 
have input on. 

“Imagine what those things 
add up to and what kind of 
great urban street we could 
have,” he said. 


“I think we deserve as a 
community, as a city, to have 
a great main street. I don’t 
want to define that, there are 
many more voices that have 
to come into that.” 

Gadidasu said he hopes 
members of the senior popula¬ 
tion contribute their thoughts, 
as well as families and chil¬ 
dren. 

“We are encouraging (par¬ 
ents) to bring their kids, they’ll 
have their activities, and they 
can participate in sharing 
what they think are some of 
the strengths of the corridor, 
and what the opportunities 
and challenges there are in 
the corridor,” he said. 

Council set aside $20 mil¬ 
lion for the project in the last 
capital budget. 

Gadidasu said construction 
would begin in 2019. 


GREY CUP 

Jet to Peg 
with 16 
friends 

The Eslcs have flown to Win¬ 
nipeg for the Grey Cup on a 
chartered flight, and a local 
company hopes time-crunched 
Edmontonians will do the same. 

Marry Anne Stanway, man¬ 
aging director of Airco Aircraft 
Charters, said the company is 
offering its Beechcraft 1900D 
turboprop to feny fans to Win¬ 
nipeg and back on game day. 

“For people on a tight sched¬ 
ule, they could fit (the Grey Cup) 
in without making it a whole 
weekend thing,” she said. 

The cost is $17,000 to book 
the 17-passenger aircraft. For 
17 people, it could be more 
affordable than conventional 
bookings. 

The benefits are numerous: 
The party starts as soon as fans 
board, the plane waits for pas¬ 
sengers after the game, fans 
can keep the party going on the 
way home Sunday night — and 
still make it to work Monday 
morning. 

Daniel Pelchat, area lead for 
Flight Centre travel agencies, 
said for most flights around the 
Grey Cup Sunday, people are 
“looking at (minimum) $1,300,” 
unless they booked early. 

“We are constantly educating 
people to book in advance,” he 
said, but noted it’s tough to do 
when it’s impossible to know 
who is in the game until a week 
beforehand. 

Eskimos spokesman Allan 
Watt said the team chartered 
a second plane to offer fans a 
flight to Winnipeg on Novem¬ 
ber 27 and back November 30 
for $600. 

That flight, the cheapest pos¬ 
sible since the Western final, 
filled up quickly with 45 lucky 
passengers. 

“Right now we’ve got more 
phone calls and people wanting 
on than we are going to have 
space for,” Watt said.

Premier vows 
to use money 
for post-oil 
transition 

Alberta Premier Rachel Notley 
says her government will keep 
a tight rein on a multibillion- 
dollar carbon tax to make sure 
the money goes only to green 
programs and incentives. 

Notley says none of the 
money is to go to broader or 
unrelated expenditures, such 
as paying down the deficit and 
debt. 

“Every cent that is collected 
by the carbon tax will be re¬ 
cycled back into the economy 
immediately,” Notley told re¬ 
porters Tuesday on a confer¬ 
ence call. 

“This is not a situation 
where we’re going to apply it 
against the deficit, for instance, 
to maintain current operations, 
or anything like that.” 

Notley said the 
money will be 
used to help the 
province become 
a green economy 
and include re¬ 
bates for lower 
and middle in¬ 
come earners, 
money to help 
small business¬ 
es, efforts to help 
industries such 
as coal adversely 
affected by the transition, and 
money to develop renewable 
resources. 

“We will continue to mon¬ 
itor (the tax spending) as we 
go forward with it to make 
sure that we’re getting the 
outcomes we’re seeking,” said

The carbon tax is one of the 
pillars of Alberta’s new climate 
change strategy. The plan will 
cap oilsands emissions, phase 
out coal-fired electricity plants, 
and move to more enviro- 
friendly fuel sources over the 
next 15 years. 

The tax on emissions, to 
begin in 2017, will affect every¬ 
thing from the price of gas at 
the pump to home heating and 
power bills. 

It’s expected to bring in $3 
billion a year when fully imple¬ 
mented in 2018. 

Opposition critics say strict 
rules need to be in place to 
keep this levy from devolving 
into an all-purpose slush fund. 

Notley says the carbon tax 
could be used for other prior¬ 
ities far down the road, but 
only after her government is 
convinced it has served its pur¬ 
pose in transforming Alberta 
to a green economy. 

Under the carbon tax, fuel 
prices are to rise 4.7 cents a 
litre by 2017 and to 7.1 cents 
a litre by 2018. 
Household bills 
will rise by $320 
a year for the 
average family 
in 2017 and hit 
$470 by 2018. 

The govern¬ 
ment has prom¬ 
ised rebates to 
about 60 per 
cent of Alber¬ 
tans, those in the 
middle to lower- 
income bracket. 

“There really aren’t that 
many Albertans who will be 
hit hard in the poclcetboolc,” 
said Notley. 

“We’re talking about recyc¬ 
ling (the money) to most house¬ 
holds.”

The city owns a minority stake 
in four coal plants set to close 
as part of the Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s plans, but Mayor Don 
Iveson is confident the closures 
won’t hurt the bottom fine. 

Capital Power owns four coal 
generating plants that the NDP’s 
climate change plan spells out 
will now close earlier than their 
original lifespans dictated — 
and EPCOR owns about nine per 
cent of that company’s shares. 

The city is EPCOR’s sole 
shareholder giving it an indirect 
stake in Capital Power as well. 

But Iveson said the he isn’t 
worried by the closures and 
added it’s proof the city was 
smart to get out of the power 
generation business, a decision 
made in 2009. 

“Our exposure is quite min¬ 
imal. It’s one of the benefits of 
having spun off Capital Power,” 
he said. 

Iveson said the city has to 
focus on safe, stable invest¬ 
ments and power generation 
presented too much long-term 
risk. 

“All those things created 
more risk than I thought a mu¬ 
nicipality should have, but for 
stockholders, it’s a reasonable 
risk,” he said. 

Capital Power reacted to the 
government’s decision with 
cautious optimism and said 
it hoped it would be treated 
fairly as the province moves 
away from coal. 

“We support government 
policies that treat investors 
fairly, and maintain an attract¬ 
ive climate for investment in 
new power generation,” said 
president and CEO Brian Vaasjo, 
in a statement.

Man pleads guilty 
to sexual assault 


CRIME 

Girl found hurt 
badly prior to 
last Christmas 

A man has pleaded guilty to sex¬ 
ually assaulting a seven-year-old 
girl, beating her unconscious and 
tossing her body into the woods 
on an Alberta reserve. 

People on the Paul First Na¬ 
tion found the girl’s partially 
clad body in the snow a few days 
before last Christmas. 

She was flown to hospital in 
Edmonton, where she remained 
unconscious for several days. 

Court heard the child suffered 
a brain injury and will have life¬ 
long complications. 

James Clifford Paul pleaded 


guilty this week at the begin¬ 
ning of a preliminaiy hearing 
to charges of sexual assault and 
aggravated assault. 

A sentencing date for the 
22-year-old is to be set in the new 
year, when it’s expected other 
charges of attempted murder 
and kidnapping will be dropped. 

He remains in custody. 

Crown prosecutor Jason Neu- 
staeter explained in court that 
Paul and the girl had been walk¬ 
ing along a trail on the reserve 
towards a convenience store, 
when he sexually assaulted her. 

Paul walked away and got 
annoyed at the girl for follow¬ 
ing him. He started beating her 
and left her battered body in 
the bush. 

Other people walking on the 
path found the child, took her 


to a house and called 911. When 
she arrived at hospital, she was 
unresponsive and hypothermic. 

Paul was arrested on the near¬ 
by Alexis First Nation. 

His parents, Ramona and 
James Strong, said that two 
days later they were forced to 
move off the reserve because of 
threats of violence. RCMP helped 
transport them and their other 
eight children to an undisclosed 
Edmonton-area hotel. 

“We didn’t do anything, and 
our kids didn’t do anything,” 
they said in a statement at the 
time. 

“We just want to say, like 
everybody else, we are truly and 
deeply shocked and mortified 
and still find it hard to believe 
what happened.”

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'We were one ofthe lucky ones’ 


As the country prepares to welcome 
thousands of Syrian refugees, a Metro editor 
recalls how her family built a happy life in 
Canada after escaping a war zone

We were one of the lucky 
ones, and it’s not something 
we took for granted. 


For years I’ve treasured this 
clipped-out newspaper photo¬ 
graph of my family taken just 
moments after we arrived in 
Canada. My dad, at the age of 
35, only three years older than I 
am now, has his right arm curled 
protectively around me and my 
little brother, nine and five years 
old at the time. 

In the photo he looks like 
someone anticipating a better 
life, one he would grant us. 

He had just been released 
from concentration camp at 
Manjaca in northwestern Bos¬ 
nia and Herzegovina, where he 
was imprisoned for six months. 
Starved, beaten, kept from his 
family for nothing more than 
being Muslim. 

Yesterday, Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau’s government 
announced details about its am¬ 
bitious plan to resettle 25,000 
Syrian refugees over the next 
three months. Many have criti¬ 
cized the haste—why the msh? 
they ask. As if any mother and 
child deserve to spend another 
night in a tent on a dirt floor. 

A softening of the Liberals’ 
initial promise 
is disappoint¬ 
ing, but at least 
there’s a com¬ 
mitment to 
welcome new¬ 
comers with ur¬ 
gency. There’s 
so much des¬ 
peration in the 
camps abroad. 

Perhaps a 
family’s name 
is on an immi¬ 
gration list, but it’s a promise 
that can be yanked away at any 
moment. In my family’s case, 
the offer to come to Canada was 
unreal up until the moment we 
landed here, when aspirations 
became concrete. 

The question for me, then, 
isn’t why the rush, but is there 
good enough reason to make 
them wait? 

We were among 46 govern¬ 
ment-assisted refugees who ar¬ 
rived from the former Yugoslavia 
that day, Jan. 24,1993, and many 
more would follow — almost 
16,000 over the next four years, 
who, like us, didn’t have a home 
to go back to. The breakup of the 
socialist union led to a fight over 
Bosnian territoiy, turning into a 
bloody war that gained notoriety 
for “ethnic cleansing.” It ended 
with more than 100,000 deaths, 
over a third of them civilians. 


“Too generous.” 

These words are used to de¬ 
scribe Canada’s refugee policy 
on the Letters page in The Star 
on Nov. 8,1993. They are echoed 
by critics this week in the com¬ 
ments section on any story about 
incoming Syrians. 

Welcoming refugees is very 
generous of Canada, and of Can¬ 
adians, but I can assure you: refu¬ 
gees are not freeloading. They 
are not “collecting cheques” and 
living lavishly. In fact, I recog¬ 
nize now in our first few years 
here what I failed to see back 
then — poverty. 

We lived in temporary hous¬ 
ing, a motel, for about a month 
in Toronto after arriving. Then 
we rented a two-bedroom apart¬ 
ment in Mississauga, the size 
that suited our four-person 
family for about a decade, until 
we were finally able to buy a 
two-storey house in Oakville. 

Much of our apartment in 
those early years was furnished 
by items placed curbside by 
neighbours on garbage day. (“Do 
you have to write that in your 
article?” my

mother asks 
now.) 

I re¬ 
member 
her wash¬ 
ing other 
people’s 
carpets on 
our balcony, 
which were 
afterwards 
laid out on 
our floors. 

My brother and I played 
Nintendo on a wooden-encased 
TV set that had a Lazy Bones re¬ 
mote — a discarded 1950s relic, 
I presume. 

There was a No Frills at the 
plaza just around the corner 
from our building, but if milk 
happened to be on sale at Knob 
Hill Farms, an old supermar¬ 
ket chain at the discount mall 
across town, my parents would 
bike there to shop. The savings 
would have been negated by bus 
fare, so they bilced 25 minutes 
each way to make it worthwhile. 

I smile at this story now when¬ 
ever I stop at Whole Foods be¬ 
cause it’s on my way home from 
work. 

Their bicycles were also sal¬ 
vaged from the scrapheap. My 
dad would come to pick me 
up at school with his, until I 
sheepishly asked him if next

Bosnian refugee tells 
of odyssey to freedom 


From the archives... 


The following are excerpts 
from the original story 
about the Kuburas family's 
tribulations in the former 
Yugoslavia, as well as their 
arrival in Canada — pub¬ 
lished Jan. 25,1993, in the 
Toronto Star: 

"I was taken to a place 
where they asked me what 
I owned, then sent me 
home," (Senad) Kuburas 
said. "But a week later they 
came back, came to my 
house saying they had an 
order to search. 

"They pushed my wife 
and children into the corner 
of the room. A man with a 
shotgun pointed it at my 
father, and told me to hand 


over all our money, our 
deutschmarks. I had only 
150 and he didn't believe 
that was all I had. He put a 
gun to my daughter's head 
and said he would shoot her 
if I didn't give more money. 


"He told me another 
group of soldiers was com¬ 
ing, and that they were go¬ 
ing to kill me. I panicked, 
sent my wife and kids to the 
neighbour's house. 

"Then the soldiers came 
and knocked on my door. 
They told me to come out. 
We came out, me and my 
old father. They said, 'Leave 
the old man here.'" 


Kuburas said he never 
saw his father again. 


Kuburas spent two 
months in the camp, along 
with hundreds of other men, 
enduring daily beatings, 
consuming mostly bread 
and water, watching friends 
die, beaten to death. 


"The Red Cross asked us 
if we wanted to go from the 
camps. We'd heard so much 
about Canada. Canada was 
taking people with families," 
he said. 

"We were told Canada is 
a big country, only 27 mil¬ 
lion people, so it still needs 
population there." 


time he could leave the bike 
at home. I guess that what my 
mom finds embarrassing now, I 
was ashamed of back then. We 
were on assistance for about a 
year until they both found jobs, 
my dad as an electrician and my 
mom as a cashier until she went 
back to school for her trade in 
accounting. 

Though they soon found 
work, we couldn’t afford a car 
until two years later, when my 
dad bought an ’86 blue Cutlass 
Ciera. 

So this is not me complaining; 


these are not the painful mem¬ 
ories, though there are plenty 
of those from back home: the 
men in uniforms, pointing a 
gun at me while demanding 
money (“Surely you love her 
the most,” one had contemp¬ 
tuously said); the grandfather 
and favourite uncle who were 
killed, and whom I would never 
see again; the melancholy that 
takes over whenever I think 
back to the sharp interruption of 
an otherwise happy childhood. 

In contrast, our family’s 
struggles in our new home — 


learning a language, getting a 
job, trying to fit in at school — 
were welcome ones. Integration 
comes quickly, and it did for us. 

Like most government-spon¬ 
sored refugees, we had to refund 
the cost of our trip to Canada 
and initial startup expenses, 
taking on a debt of $3,500 right 
upon arrival. My dad sees that 
as fair: “It offered someone else 
a turn to come here.”

Journey 

through 

history 

I was on my laptop last Wed¬ 
nesday, sharing a column 
about the prospect of wel¬ 
coming Syrian refugees in 
Canada’s small towns, when 
an email message landed out 
of the blue. 

Melita Kuburas, an editor 
at Metro Toronto, was getting 
in touch to ask about a stoiy 
I’d written for the Toronto 
Star more than two decades 
earlier about another refugee 
influx. Then, it was hundreds 
of refugees from war-torn 
Bosnia, looking to make a 
new life in Canada. 

“You interviewed my fath¬ 
er on the day we landed in 
Canada,” she wrote. 

I remembered the assign¬ 
ment in an instant. It was 
late in the day on Sunday, 

Jan. 24, 1993, when I took 
a cab to Pearson airport to 
meet with refugees from 
Bosnia who were arriving in 
Toronto to start over. 

Melita and her brother 
were just little kids then, 
cowering beside their dad, 
Senad Kuburas, when he re¬ 
counted through an inter¬ 
preter the family’s horrific 
experiences in the Bosnian 
war. Looking back now, it 
seems the Canadian instinct 
to open our arms to refugees 
from a Muslim community in 
Bosnia was somehow more 
second nature then.

The Liberals will miss their self- 
imposed deadline to resettle 
25,000 refugees by the end of 
the year, instead pledging to 
meet the target by the end of 
Februaiy 2016. 

The government will also 
count privately sponsored refu¬ 
gees against the total goal of 
25,000 people, as well as any 
Syrian refugee who has arrived 
in Canada since Nov. 1. The 
government expects 10,000 
will be privately sponsored — 
40 per cent of its goal. 

Officials cite several challen¬ 
ges, including getting exit visas 
from host countries and en¬ 
suring Canadian communities 
are able to accommodate the 
refugees, as factors for push¬ 
ing back the deadline. 

In a media briefing today, of¬ 
ficials said the government still 
intends to get the refugees to 
Canada as quickly as possible, 
but conceded that 15,000 are 
expected to have to wait until 
the first weeks of the new year. 

“Yes, we want to bring them 
fast, but we also want to do it 


right,” said John McCallum, 
Minister of Immigration, Refu¬ 
gees and Citizenship, speaking 
at a press conference Tuesday. 

McCallum said Canadians 
will welcome refugees “with 
a smile, but a smile alone is 
not sufficient.” 

He said the delay would al¬ 
low more time to ensure homes 
and language training for refu¬ 


gees would be in place when 
they arrive. The overall plan 
is expected to cost as much 
as $687 million over six years, 
with the bulk of the money 
spent in the first two years. 

Some departments involved 
in the resettlement project will 
be asked to absorb the costs, 
but officials say most will be 
new money. 


The refugees will be 
drawn from UNHCR camps 
in Jordan and Lebanon, as 
well as refugees registered 
with the government of Tur¬ 
key. Especially vulnerable 
groups — families, women 
at risk, and LGBT refugees — 
will be prioritized. Single men 
accompanying their parents 
can also be admitted. 


The refugees will be subject 
to extensive security and health 
screening at multiple stages on 
their journey to Canada. 

The first layer includes regis¬ 
tration with the UNHCR or the 
Turkish government, followed 
by interviews, biometric and 
biographical data collection, 
and checks against public safe¬ 
ty databases in Canada and the

COSTS 

Privately sponsoring Syrian refugees a collaborative effort 


If you want to become a refugee 
sponsor, here are the steps you 
need to take. 

WHO CAN SPONSOR A REFUGEE? 

Canadians can volunteer to sup¬ 
port an individual or a family for 
one year. You can collaborate with 
friends, neighbours, colleagues, 
professional organizations and 
social clubs to commit the time 
and money required. 


The website of Lifeline Syria, 
a refugee sponsorship group, 
recommends private sponsors 
join together in groups of five 
or more. 

“You will need to work with 
others to share the tasks and 
support the refugee family to 
successfully setde here,” the web¬ 
site states. 

The Canadian government has 
temporarily exempted Syrian and 


Q DETAILS

Iraqi refugees from requiring 


refugee status before a group of 
five private sponsors can submit 
an application. In 1979, after the 
Vietnam War, 7,000 Canadian 
faith and community groups pri¬ 
vately sponsored a total of29,269 
refugees, thanks to a grassroots 
Toronto-based operation known 
as Operation Lifeline. 

This number was out of a total 
of about 60,000 Indochinese even¬ 
tually resettled in Canada. 


COSTS, IN TIME AND MONEY 

Government estimates place the 
cost of settling an individual refu¬ 
gee today at around $12,000. A 
family of four will need about 
$25,000. 

Speaking to Torstar News Ser¬ 
vice in September, Lifeline Syria 
chair Ratna Omidvar said she 
thought the estimates are con¬ 
servative considering what the 
cost of living in the GTA amounts 


to. The organization’s website 
puts the cost of housing a family 
of four at closer to $27,000. 

But Omidvar said the money 
rarely becomes a problem. 

“People fixate on the money,” 
she said. 

“Yes, you have to raise it, but 
that’s not difficult.

SYRIAN CRISIS 

A look at Canada’s refugee response 


In 2011, internal conflict erupted in 
Syria that would later escalate into 
a full-blown civil war that rages on 
to this day, now complicated by 
the arrival of Islamic militants from 
neighbouring Iraq. 

Since the start, the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees has called on countries 
to help resettle some of the most 
vulnerable Syrians who can never 
return home. Here's a look at how 
Canada responded over time. 

O July, 2013 

The Harper Conservatives promise 
to admit 1,300 Syrian refugees by 
the end of 2014, with the majority 


sponsored by private groups. 

0 March 2014 

Conservative Immigration Minis¬ 
ter Chris Alexander admits that 
fewer than 200 Syrian refugees 
have arrived in Canada since 
the July 2013 promise.

CHARBONNEAU REPORT 

Hells Angels, 
Mafia problem 
far-reaching 

The infiltration of organized 
crime groups into Quebec’s 
construction industry is far 
worse than originally feared, 
Superior Court Justice France 
Charbonneau said Tuesday as 
she released her much-awaited 
report. 

“This investigation con¬ 
firmed that there was a real 
problem in Quebec and that 
it was far more widespread 
than we originally believed,” 
Charbonneau said. 

She said that the Mafia and 
Hells Angels worked their way 
deep into the industry, gaining 
access to public and private 
contracts and worker’s pen¬ 
sion funds. 

“A culture of impunity de¬ 
veloped,” Charbonneau said, 
reading from a prepared state¬ 
ment. 


The commission heard of 
bribes, kickbacks, assaults and 
even murder. 

She praised the courage of 
some of the 300 witnesses who 
testified since the inquiiy began 
hearing testimony in Septem¬ 
ber 2012. 

“Contractors revealed that 
they were the victims of threats, 
intimidation and assault,” she 
said. “Their testimony took us 


to the heart of our mandate.” 

Charbonneau also sounded 
a hopeful note, and said that 
one of the five volumes of her 
report contains 60 recommen¬ 
dations on how to clean up the 
construction industry. 

“This report tries to address 
the problems with concrete 
solutions,” she said. 

One key recommendation in 
the 1,600-page report is to set

up an independent committee 
to decide on the awarding of 
government contracts. 

Another recommendation is 
for better whistleblower pro¬ 
tection. 

“Whistle-blowing must not 
be seen as an act of betrayal,” 
she said. 

She noted that New York 
State’ has a False Claims Act, 
which makes companies and 
individuals liable for defrauding 
the government. 

The report was posted online 
Wednesday. Some of the testi¬ 
mony won’t be made public 
because of publication bans, 
Charbonneau said.

Patients at a Hamilton, Ont., 
hospital can spend time with 
pets thanks to a unique initiative 
prompted by a woman’s promise 
to her dying nephew. 

Zachary’s Paws for Healing 
was launched by Donna Jenkins 
and named for her nephew, who 
died last year after being diag¬ 
nosed with Hodgkin’s lymph¬ 
oma. 

Zachary Noble longed for a 
visit from his dog while at Jur- 
avinski Hospital and was allowed 
one with the help of his medical 
team. Before he died, Noble made 
his aunt promise she’d work with 
the hospital to establish a pro¬ 
gram for companion pet visits. 

“If it wasn’t for the insight 
of that young man who was 25 
years old and autistic to empa¬ 


thize with the other patients 
around him, this may have never 
happened,” Jenkins said. 

Many hospitals, including Jur- 
avinski, have policies on pet vis¬ 
its, but the requirements are so 
arduous that they often aren’t 
pursued, said Jenkins. That’s 
where her organization comes 
in: “We do all the leg work, we 
do all the paperwork, we do all 
the contacting for the families.” 

After her nephew’s death, Jen¬ 
kins worked with a committee at 
the Juravinski Hospital to develop 
the program. It launched in Sep¬ 
tember, initially only providing 
pet visits to patients in certain 
intensive and long-term care 
units. Two weeks ago, however, 
the program expanded to the

Blast in 
Tunisia 
kills 12 

Tunisia’s president declared a 
30-day state of emergency across 
the country and imposed an 
overnight curfew for the cap¬ 
ital after an explosion Tuesday 
struck a bus carrying members 
of the presidential guard, killing 
at least 12 people and wound¬ 
ing 20 others. 

The government described it 
as a terrorist attack. The blast 
on a tree-lined avenue in the 
heart of Tunis is a new blow to 
a country that is seen as a model 
for the region but has struggled 
against Islamic extremist vio¬ 
lence. Radical gunmen staged 
two attacks earlier this year that 
killed 60 people, devastated the 
tourism industry and rattled this 
young democracy. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the attack 
against the presidential guard. 

President Beji Caid Essebsi, 
who wasn’t in the bus at the 
time, declared the state of emer¬ 
gency and curfew on the Tunis 
region. 

“I want to reassure the Tu¬ 
nisian people that we will van¬ 
quish terrorism,” he said.

The man believed to have 
planned the Nov. 13 Paris at¬ 
tacks that killed 130 people and 
wounded hundreds more had 
likely planned to carry out an¬ 
other suicide bombing days later 
in the French capital’s business 
district, the Paris prosecutor said 
Tuesday. 

Abdelhamid Abaaoud and an 
accomplice are believed to have 
been planning to attack La De¬ 
fence on Nov. 18 or 19, Paris 
prosecutor Francois Molins said. 

Abaaoud was among three 
people killed during a police raid 
on an apartment in a northern 


Paris suburb in the early hours 
of Nov. 18. His female cousin, 
Hasna Ait Boulahcen, died of 
asphyxia apparently from the 
explosive vest detonated by a 
third person, who hasn’t been 
identified, the prosecutor said. 
The explosion led to part of the 
apartment collapsing. 

Molins said the unidentified 
third person is believed to have 
been the accomplice with whom 
Abaaoud would have carried out 
an attack on La Defence, the 
highrise district that is headquar¬ 
ters to major companies on the 
western edge of Paris. 

The prosecutor said he “can’t 
be, and doesn’t want to be more 
precise” on the details suggesting 
such an attack had been planned. 
Information obtained on Nov. 19 
suggested “that the two attack¬ 
ers —Abaaoud and the man we 
found by his side in the apart¬ 
ment —were planning an attack 
consisting of blowing themselves 
up at La Defence either on Wed¬ 


nesday the 18th or Thursday the 
19th,” Molins said. 

The Nov. 13 attacks in Paris, 
claimed by the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL), 
targeted people enjoying a Fri¬ 
day night out at a packed con¬ 
cert hall, a restaurant terrace, a 
cafe and a friendly soccer match 
between France and Germany. 


In the hours after the killings, 
Abaaoud is believed to have re¬ 
turned to the sites of at least 
some of the attacks, including 
the Bataclan concert hall, even 
while special police forces were 
still there. 

“The geolocalization of Abdel¬ 
hamid Abaaoud’s alleged phone 
between 22:28 p.m. and 0:28 


confirms a presence in the 12th, 
11th, and 10th districts, and 
notably near the Bataclan con¬ 
cert hall,” Molins said. “This al¬ 
lows us to think that Abdelhamid 
Abaaoud returns to the crime 
scenes following the attacks ... 
while (special police) were still 
taking action at the Bataclan.”

Putin denounces plane attack as ‘stab in the back’ 


Turkey shot down a Russian 
warplane on Tuesday that it 
said ignored repeated warn¬ 
ings and crossed into its air¬ 
space from Syria, killing at 
least one of the two pilots 
in a long-feared escalation 
in tensions between Russia 
and NATO. Russian President 


Vladimir Putin denounced 
what he called a “stab in the 
back” and warned of “signifi¬ 
cant consequences.” 

The shoot down — the first 
time in half a century that a 
NATO member has downed a 
Russian plane — prompted 
an emergency meeting of 


the alliance. The incident 
highlighted the chaotic com¬ 
plexity of Syria’s civil war, 
where multiple groups with 
clashing alliances are fight¬ 
ing on the ground and the 
sky is crowded with aircraft 
bombing various targets.

ISIL in Sinai 
takes credit 
for fatal car 
bombing 

A brazen militant attack involv¬ 
ing a suicide car bombing and 
claimed by the Islamic State 
group targeted a hotel in Egypt’s 
restive northern Sinai region on 
Tuesday, killing seven people, 
including two judges, the state 
MENA news agency said. 

Q CONTEXT 

A history of violence 

Egypt has been battling 
militants in Sinai for years, 
but their insurgency has 
gained steam since the 
ouster in 2013 of the Islam¬ 
ist Mohammed Morsi, 

Egypt's first freely elected 
president. His ouster by the 
military was led by then- 
defence minister Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi, who last 
year was elected president.

The attack on the Swiss Inn 
hotel in the coastal city of El- 
Arish was the latest violence 
convulsing the troubled penin¬ 
sula, where Egyptian troops are 
struggling to put down an Islamic 
insurgency. The attack was quick¬ 
ly claimed by the Islamic State’s 
affiliate based in Sinai. 

The assault came a day after 
Egypt held the second round of 
parliamentaiy elections. Judg¬ 
es who supervised the vote in 
Sinai were staying in the heavily 


guarded hotel. 

MENA’s report said four police¬ 
men and a civilian were also 
among the seven killed, and that 
at least 10 people were wounded. 
The agency cited an unnamed 
security official as it often does. 

The Sinai branch of the Islamic 
State claimed responsibility for 
the attack in a statement posted 
by sympathizers on social media 
accounts. It said the attack was 
carried out by two militants: 
the suicide car bomber and a 


gunman, who is alleged to have 
opened fire inside the hotel be¬ 
fore blowing himself up. 

The group also posted pic¬ 
tures of the two attackers and 
identified them as Abu Hamza 
al-Muhajer and Abu Wadhaa 
al-Muhajer. Al-Muhajer means 
migrant in Arabic and is used 
by militant groups to refer to 
foreign fighters, an indication 
that they could have been from 
outside Egypt.

U.S. refusal to recognize 
settlements a sticking point 


A new spat emerged between 
the Israeli government and 
Washington over Jewish 
settlements on Tuesday, as 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry visited Israel and the 
West Bank for the first time 
in more than a year. 

As Kerry set aside his goal 
of a long-sought peace accord 
to make way for more mod¬ 
est hopes of an end to two 
months of deadly violence, 
Israeli Prime Minister Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu called for the 
recognition of some existing 
settlement blocs in exchange 
for steps to ease tensions with 
the Palestinians. 

In Washington, the State 
Department quickly rejected 
any suggestion the U.S. would 
alter its longstanding oppos¬ 
ition to settlements or rec¬ 


ognize them as legitimate 
outside of a peace agreement. 

There were no signs that 
Kerry made headway in easing 
tensions during his meetings 
with Netanyahu and Pales¬ 
tinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas. 

Alongside Netanyahu, Kerry 
noted Israel’s obligation to 
defend itself from “attacks in 
the streets with knives, with 
scissors, with cars.” When he 
met Israeli President Reuven 
Rivlin, he said the shootings 
and stabbings were a “chal¬ 
lenge to all civilized people.” 

None of the leaders them¬ 
selves offered any encourage¬ 
ment that peace might be 
possible right now. 

“There can be no peace

where else,” Netanyahu said. 

The Palestinians and the 
international community, 
including the U.S., reject all 
settlement activity as illegal 
or illegitimate.

Watch neighbours: 
Prosecutor in Mali 


The prosecutor in charge of in¬ 
vestigating last week’s deadly as¬ 
sault on a luxuiy hotel in Mali’s 
capital urged residents to keep an 
eye out for suspicious behaviour, 
warning of heightened security 
threats as officials struggled to 
piece together details of how the 
attack was plotted and executed. 

“People need to start watch¬ 
ing what is happening with 
their neighbours,” Boubacar 
Sidiki Samalce told The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Tuesday, adding 
that future attacks could be bet¬ 
ter prevented only if Malians 
“changed their behaviour.” 

Samalce, though, provided 
very little new information 
about the probe of Friday’s as¬ 
sault that killed 19 people. 

On Monday, state television 
broadcast the photos of two 
gunmen killed in the attack and 


urged anyone with information 
to come forward. 

The previous day, the first Is¬ 
lamic extremist group to claim 
responsibility - Al-Mourabitoun, 
or The Sentinels - issued an au¬ 
dio recording purporting to iden¬ 
tify the gunmen, using names 
that suggested they were Malian. 

Samalce said the gunmen 
were spotted to the west of the 
Radisson Blu hotel at 6 a.m. on 
Friday morning about an hour 
before the attack began, sitting 
with two suitcases containing 
the Kalashnikov assault rifles 
they used in the attack. 

On Tuesday, a United Na¬ 
tions police official displayed 
the assault rifles to journalists in 
Bamako, but said they had been 
handled by too many people to 
yield useful fingerprints.

Experts to discuss 
Flight 17 evidence 


International experts are meet¬ 
ing in the Netherlands to exam¬ 
ine evidence in the criminal 
investigation into the down¬ 
ing last year of Malaysia Air¬ 
lines Flight 17 over 
eastern Ukraine, 

Dutch prosecutors 
announced Tuesday. 

The three-weelc 
meeting will draw 
together experts in 
ballistics, weapons 
systems, explosives 
and other special¬ 
ized fields such as 
metals and paints 
to conduct “an in- 
depth study of the available 
evidence,” prosecutors said in 
a statement. 

The meeting “must lead to 
a significant step forward in 
the criminal investigation and 


towards legal and convincing 
evidence in particular,” accord¬ 
ing to the statement. 

The Dutch Safety Board last 
month concluded that the 
Boeing 777 was 
brought down on 
July 17, 2014, by a 
Soviet-designed Bulc 
missile, causing the 
plane to break up in 
midair and killing 
all 298 people on 
board. 

Flight 17 was 
heading from Am¬ 
sterdam to Kuala 
Lumpur when it 
was brought down over conflict- 
torn eastern Ukraine. Russian- 
backed rebels and Ukrainian 
forces have accused one another 
of shooting down the plane.

Earth-movers 
used in search 
for bodies lost 
in landslide 

Searchers used earth-moving 
machines Tuesday in northern 
Myanmar’s jade production re¬ 
gion to look for bodies buried 
by a landslide that killed more 
than 100 people who had made 
their living by scavenging for 
the dregs discarded by local 
mines. 

A 60-metre (200-foot) moun¬ 
tain of dirt and debris that had 
been their source of scraps of 


jade entombed them early Sat¬ 
urday, enveloping 70 makeshift 
huts where the scavengers and 
their families slept. 

The death toll so far is 113, 
but as many as 100 more 
people may still be missing, 
officials said. It was the area’s 
worst such disaster in recent 
memoiy, although smaller ac¬ 
cidents killing and crippling 
the scrap miners are not rare. 

By Tuesday, bodies that had 
been taken to the local hospital 
morgue were being moved out 
for burial or cremation. 

The official death toll has 
stalled at 113 since Monday, 
possibly reflecting sensitivity 
over adverse publicity from 
the accident.

Hpakant, 950 kilometres 
(600 miles) northeast of Myan¬ 
mar’s biggest city, Yangon, lies 
at the centre of jade territoiy 
in Kachin state.

UN chief says hell visit North 
Korea to promote peace 

UN Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon says he will try to visit 
North Korea "at the earliest 
possible date" in an effort to 
promote peace on the Korean 
peninsula.

IRAN 

Once largest 
exporter seeks 
revival to ease 
reliance on oil 

On the shores of the Caspian Sea, 
an ambitious project is underway 
to produce a pricey delicacy that 
could boost Iran’s economy as 
sanctions ease: caviar. 

Iran, once the world’s biggest 
exporter of the food, sold over 
40 tons of sturgeon eggs in 2000. 
Exports plunged to just one ton 
last year due to dwindling fish 
stocks and economic sanctions 
imposed by world powers in re¬ 
sponse to Iran’s nuclear program. 

After Tehran struck a deal this 
summer to curb its nuclear am¬ 
bitions in exchange for lifting 
sanctions, some in Iran are now 
counting on a revival in exports 
of the exclusive eggs. 

“We hope that as a result of 
the Iranian government’s inter¬ 


action with the world, the path 
will be opened for us,” said Ishaq 
Islami, manager of the Ghareh 
Boron Caviar Fish Farm in the 
coastal village of Goldasht. 

The farm and two nearby fa¬ 
cilities are breeding half a mil¬ 
lion sturgeon fingerlings a year. 
Islami began the $100-million 
project in 2005, but it takes at 
least 12 years for sturgeon to 
mature. Islami expects to earn 
$90 million a year. 

Caviar production fits with 
the Iranian government’s plan 
to reduce reliance on crude-oil 
revenues. Several small sturgeon 
farms have popped up recently, 
including one in a desert town in 
central Iran and another in Qom. 

“Banks didn’t give me loans, 
and even the authorities were 
opposed to breeding sturgeon 
in the desert,” said Qom farmer 
Mohammad Taqi Barlchordari, 
who filled his pools with water 
pumped from wells, “ft worked. 
Nothing is impossible if you have 
will and determination.”

Relying on 
sea for supply 
poses its 
own risks 


While skyscrapers and gleam¬ 
ing towers rose with lightning 
speed across the United Arab 
Emirates over the past two dec¬ 
ades, the Gulf nation’s thirst 
for water grew at an enormous 
rate — so much so that today, 
it threatens to dry up all of the 
country’s groundwater in as 
little as 15 years, experts say 

To quench that demand, 
cities across the seven emir¬ 
ates that make 
up the UAE rely 
on desalinated 
seawater to sup¬ 
ply 98 per cent 
of their drink¬ 
ing water, but 
that comes with 
a huge environ¬ 
mental and fis¬ 
cal cost. Now, 
officials are 
looking at new 
technologies to cover that de¬ 
mand, while acknowledging 
the risks ahead. 

“In our region, water is more 
important than oil,” said Ah¬ 
mad Belhoul, CEO of Masdar, 
the Abu Dhabi government’s 
clean-energy company. “We’re 
trying to find solutions to ad¬ 
dress that.”

While the Emirates rose 
on its oil wealth, the riches 
spurred the development that 
strains the water supply in this 
desert nation. An academic 
paper published earlier this 
year by scientists at the United 
Arab Emirates University in A1 
Ain, suggested the country’s 
entire supply of groundwater 
could be gone by 2030. 

Currently, groundwater ac¬ 
counts for 44 per cent of all 
water consumption in the UAE, 
though much of it goes toward 
irrigation for farming, accord¬ 
ing to a report by the Ministry 
of Environment and Water. In 
the cities, the country’s 33 de¬ 
salination plants supply nearly 
eveiy drop of water. 

_ Desalination 

plants are noth¬ 
ing new across 
the Middle East, 
with Bahrain, 
Israel, Kuwait, 
Libya, Oman, 
Qatar and Saudi 
Arabia having 
some of the 
world’s biggest 
facilities. 

However, the 
cost of building and operating 
the plants can run in the bil¬ 
lions, and they also require 
massive amounts of energy 
to separate the salt from the 
water and purify it for con¬ 
sumption. The leftover heated 
saltwater gets discharged back 
into the sea, where it can affect 
marine life, the associated press

Belgium may be famed for its 
beer and chocolate, but the 
lockdown imposed on the cap¬ 
ital because of the highest-level 
security alert is leaving a bad 
taste for many businesses. 

While few doubt the gov¬ 
ernment’s need to protect the 
public from a Paris-style at¬ 
tack — which officials have 
warned is a “serious and im¬ 
minent” threat in Brussels — 
some shop owners say the at¬ 
tempts to shut down the city 
are too drastic. 

Many shopping centres have 
been largely deserted since the 
threat alert was imposed Satur¬ 
day and the limits are becom¬ 
ing more problematic as the 
Christmas season approaches. 

“It’s not a very good deci¬ 
sion,” Esther Willems, assistant 
manager at the Galler choco¬ 
late shop in Brussels’ city cen¬ 
tre, said of the lockdown in the 
capital. “In the last two days, 


we have only had about 10-11 
clients.” Normally, they would 
have around 100. 

Officials have recommended 
that popular shopping dis¬ 
tricts be shuttered and advised 
people to avoid public places 
since they could be targets for 
attacks. 


With many shops closed in 
downtown Brussels, Rachel 
Van der Veken’s Maxi-Bagi cafe 
sandwich shop was one of the 
few still open. 

“If I stay at home and ac¬ 
cept this situation, it’s like I 
accept what the terrorists are 
saying,” she said. 


Still, Van der Velcen said she 
had zero customers on Satur¬ 
day. Since then, her normal 
takings have been cut in half 
but she acknowledged it was 
impossible to say whether Bel¬ 
gian officials are overreacting. 

“You can never say it’s too 
high a cost because you have 


to protect your people, but why 
didn’t they act before Paris? 
They knew there was always 
this threat.” 

The Belgian government says 
the threat alert will remain 
in place until Monday unless 
there is a significant develop¬ 
ment. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

If the cab is actually a 
health hazard, or you need

Men are made into 
weapons of war. They 
need protection, too.

Canada's decision to limit 
the Syrian refugees we're 
accepting to women, children 
and families for now (no un¬ 
accompanied men) makes me 
so angry. It's unfair. It's blind 
to the realities of war. And it 
might even aid ISIL. 

To begin to see this issue 
clearly, we first need to ditch 
the dehumanizing language. 

"Unaccompanied" sounds 
ominous. A one-man sleeper 
cell. How about "alone"? 

Alone, because his entire 
family is among the quarter- 
million who've perished in the 
conflict. Alone, because he got 
separated from relatives and 
friends. Alone, because his 
loved ones are too sick or old 
or disabled to travel. War has a 
way of scattering people. 

Syria's men and women 
both deserve protection: While 
women's bodily autonomy is 
often the first casualty of war, 
men's bodies are the weapons. 
President Bashar al-Assad's 
weapons. ISIL's weapons. 

This is an especially dirty 
war, with atrocities on all sides. 
It's very difficult for Syrian men 
to avoid being swept in — 
either conscripted into Assad's 
forces or lured, by intimidation 
or intoxicating rhetoric, into 
armed groups like ISIL. 

We like to think people who 
kill innocents and perpetrate 
war crimes are alien and evil 
to the core, but history shows 
almost anyone can be pressed 
into doing almost anything in 
the right circumstances. 

Just ask any of the millions 
of men who walk the streets of 
Kampala, of Sarajevo, of Bue¬ 


nos Aires, and more, haunted 
every day by the ghosts of 
war. I lived for a few months 
in Rwanda, where hundreds 
of thousands of men wake up 
daily and face the fact that 
they once took machetes to 
dozens of their neighbours. 

In another time and place, 
the young, able-bodied men in 
my life could be called to take 
up arms. My movie-buff friend. 
My 23-year-old fitness-fanatic 
brother. My cousin, forced to 
turn his rifle sights from ducks 
onto human beings. I'd do any¬ 
thing to spare him — to spare 
any of them — from that. 

Toronto immigration lawyer 
Guidy Mamann told Metro 
that disqualifying young men 
is the only way to screen the 
promised number of refugees 
within the government's dead¬ 
line (since extended by two 
months) and keep the security 
threat manageable. If we really 
don't have time to evaluate 
each case individually, maybe 
we do need to slow down. 

Because when the federal 
government describes un¬ 
accompanied men as "security 
risks," they're really saying, "It 
doesn't matter who you are, it 
doesn't matter what your story 
is, we know enough about you 
to know you're dangerous." 

Even if it's legal in this 
context, discriminating based 
on gender is not who we are. 
The Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms is Canada's vision for a 
just world. We should aspire to 
live up to it always, especially 
when no one is making us. 

If, like me, you value peace 
as an end in itself, then pres¬ 
sure our leaders to welcome 
Syrian refugees who qualify 
to Canada, regardless of their 
gender or family status.

Steak, Stilton and thyme pie

The cut of beef is up to you. It 
gets a good couple of hours’ 
cooking, so could be a cheap¬ 
er cut such as shin, or one 
of the less expensive of the 
steaks, such as rump. Many 
butchers and supermarkets 
sell usefully ready-cubed meat 
especially for such recipes. 

Ingredients 

• Groundnut oil — a little 

• Beef, cubed — 1kg 

• Small shallots — 10 

• Carrots — 300g 

• A rib of celery 

• Plain flour — 2 tablespoons 

• Marsala — 200ml 

• Beef stock — 1 litre 

• Thyme — 8 sprigs 

For the shortbread crust: 

• Plain flour — 250g 

• Butter — 75g 

• Parsley — a large handful 

• Stilton — 80g 

• Thyme leaves — 1 teaspoon 
•Egg yolks —2 

• Water, to mix 

Directions 

Warm a couple of tablespoons 
of oil in a deep casserole dish 
over a moderately high heat, 
add a third of the beef and 
brown on all sides, then re¬ 
move and continue with the 
rest of the meat. By doing it 
in two or three batches you 
avoid crowding the pan, al¬ 
lowing the meat to brown 
more effectively. 

Peel and halve the shal¬ 
lots, roughly chop the carrots, 
then add both to the pan, 
with a little more oil if need¬ 


ed, browning gently and even¬ 
ly. Slice the celeiy into thin 
pieces and add to the pan, but 
don’t let it brown. 

Return the beef to the 
pan, together with any juices 
that may have escaped. Scat¬ 
ter over the flour, continue 
cooking for a minute or two, 
then pour in the Marsala and 
the beef stock and bring to 
the boil. Season with salt and 
pepper, tuck in the thyme 


sprigs, then lower the heat 
and simmer, very gently, for 
almost two hours, till the beef 
is tender. Leave to cool a little 
whilst you make the crust. 

For the crust: put the flour 
into a bowl, add the butter, 
then rub together until you 
have the texture of coarse, 
fresh breadcrumbs. Chop 
the parsley roughly. Add 
the crumbled Stilton, the 
chopped parsley and thyme 


leaves to the flour and butter 
and rub gently to fine crumbs. 

Mix in the egg yolks and 
enough water to make a soft 
but reliable dough. Set the 
oven at 200°C/Gas 6. 

Cut the dough in half. Roll 
one half to the diameter of 
the casserole dish, then place 
on top of the beef. Cut a hole 
or small slit in the centre to 
let the steam out. Shape the 
other half into a 20cm disc, 


place on a baking sheet, prick 
the surface with a fork, then 
score into six segments, as if 
you were slicing a cake. 

Bake the pie and the separ¬ 
ate crust for twenty-five to 
thirty minutes, till golden 
brown. (Keep an eye on the 
disc of crust — you may need 
to remove it before the pie 
is ready.) Serve the pie with 
wedges of the extra crust for 
those who want it. For four.

Kitchen trials of a MasterChefjudge

In person, chef Graham Elliot, 
of TV’s MasterChef fame, looks 
different. He’s not wearing his 
usual bow tie, button-down shirt 
and vest, nor is he wearing a 
chef jacket. The white frame 
Ray Bans glasses, however, are 
unmistakable. 

We meet on this unusually 
balmy October day in Toronto to 
talk about his first book, Cooking 
Like a Master Chef — his elevated 
take on foods “that everyone has 
had before,” he explains — stro- 
ganoff, pot roast, scallops, and 
caesar salad for example. 

Sporting a red hoodie over a 
black T, jeans and red Converse 
sneakers, Elliot is feeling under 
the weather, slumped into the 
couch, his voice scratchy. But like 
his “jolly” TV persona, he’s gra¬ 
cious and polite, even when we 
discuss his very apparent weight 



loss since he first shot to fame. 

Elliot, who had vertical sleeve 
gastrectomy in 2013, used to 
weigh 400 lbs, has now dropped 
to 250. He says that while this is 
not a diet book, the 100 recipes 
here are not the same as they 
would have been five years ago. 

“I think maybe (my lifestyle) 
was reflective in the food that I 
did where it was like, ‘let’s put 
a bunch of pop rocks on top of 
this! And maybe garnish this 
with chocolate sauce!” 

There are still indulgent dish¬ 
es in the book, he says, “but it 
doesn’t mean that I have to sit 
there and personally eat it all, 
too.” 

Like for many chefs who work 
crazy long hours in a stressful 
environment, he used food as a 
crutch, he says. It’s ironic that 
he would put so much love and 
thought into food he made for 
other people, but none of the 
care into his own meals. 

“I would take $20/lb filet mi- 
gnon, serve it, roast it, glaze it 
in butter and herbs, slice it thin 
a beautiful potato puree and at 
the end of the night I realize I 
haven’t eaten in eight hours. 
So I would take all these burnt 
pieces of the filet that were left¬ 
over and squash it between a bun 
and that’s my dinner, at three in

the morning,” he says. 

His surgeiy, which made his 
stomach smaller, thereby limit¬ 
ing his daily caloric intake, didn’t 
really have an impact on food 
prep he says. That’s where ex¬ 
pertise (he’s been in the business 
for 20 years) comes in. 

Take for instance the Maple- 
Bourbon Glazed Scallops with 
Butternut Squash and Swiss 
Chard (pg. 113), which he knows 
is going to have similar compon¬ 
ents to a butternut squash bisque 
with sliced raw scallop over the 
top, for instance. 

“I know that 
that means it’s 
going to be a 
soft silky tex¬ 
ture, it’s going 
to be naturally 
sweet, and I’ll 
need some¬ 
thing acidic to 
cut through the 
richness of the 
soup. You don’t 
have to go and 
spoon up and 
taste every¬ 
thing in the 
world. You’ll 
just taste it to 
make sure it’s 
seasoned right,” 
he says. 



Everyday recipes 

This book is aimed at the 
MasterChef viewer, the 
20- to 50-year-old demo, 
people who are starting 
out as foodies, he says. 

It's not for the super elite, 
people who want to eat 
at 3-Michelin Star restau¬ 
rants and make food with 
tweezers. 

"It's the opposite of 
that. It's the people who 
like to cook at home and 
want to learn how to do it 
and maybe helping guide 
them along."

Serves 4 to 6 

Prep time: About 35 minutes, 
plus drying and resting 
Cooking time: About 1 hour 

Bacon Powder 

• 4 slices thick-cut bacon, 
chopped into small pieces 

Apple Garnish 

• 2 Gala or similar firm, sweet 
apples, peeled, cored, and juli- 
enned (reserve the apple peel¬ 
ings) 

• 2 Tbsp fresh lemon juice 

• 1 cup grenadine 

• 1/2 cup apple cider vinegar 

• 1/4 cup packed brown sugar 

Glazed Onions 

• 2 Tbsp unsalted butter 

• 2 cups peeled pearl onions 

• 3 Tbsp hard cider 

Risotto 

• 2 Tbsp olive oil 

• 1 cup minced onions 

• 2 cups arborio rice 

• 3 cups dry white wine 

• 4 oz Wisconsin cheddar 
cheese, 

shredded (about 1 cup) 

• 2 oz mascarpone (about 1/4 
cup) 

• Salt and coarsely ground 
black pepper 

• 1 bunch chives, finely 


chopped, for garnish 

1. For the bacon powder, in a 
small frying pan, slowly cook 
the bacon over medium-low 
heat. Spoon the fat off and dis¬ 
card as the bacon cooks. When 
the bacon browns, use a slotted 
spoon to transfer the bacon to 
a fine-mesh sieve or chinois to 
drain a little more. Spread the 
bacon pieces on paper towels 
and allow the bacon to air-dry 
for 2 to 3 hours. 

2. Grind the bacon pieces in a 
spice or coffee grinder. Spread 
the powder on paper towels 
and let it air-dry for at least 6 
hours. The powder can be made 
up to 2 days ahead and stored 
in a lidded container at room 
temperature until ready to use. 

3 . For the apple garnish, in a 
small bowl, toss the julienned 
apples with the lemon juice. 
Add some cold water to cover 
the apples and set aside for up 
to 4 hours. 

4. In a small saucepan, com¬ 
bine the grenadine, vinegar, 
and brown sugar with the re¬ 
served 

apple peelings. Bring to a boil 
over medium-high heat, reduce 
the heat, and simmer for about 
5 minutes, or until the syrup 
has reduced to the consistency 
of honey. Transfer the syrup 


to a blender and puree until 
smooth. Set aside until needed. 

5. For the glazed onions, in a 
large saute pan, melt the but¬ 
ter over medium-high heat. 
When hot, cook the pearl on¬ 
ions for about 15 minutes, or 
until browned and tender. 

6 . Add the hard cider, reduce 
the heat to medium, and cook 
for about 30 minutes longer, or 
until the onions are cooked 
through. Lift the onions from 
the cooking liquid and set 
aside, 

covered to keep warm, until 
needed. 

7 . For the risotto, in a large 
saucepan, bring about 3 cups 
of water to a boil. Reduce the 
heat so that it’s barely sim¬ 
mering but is veiy hot. 

8 . In a large, deep pot, heat the 
oil over medium-high heat and 
saute the minced onions for 4 
to 5 minutes, or until translu¬ 
cent. Add the rice and stir with 
a wooden spoon to mix well 
with the onions. Cook for 5 
minutes longer. 

9. Reduce the heat to medium- 
low and add 1 cup of the wine, 
stirring the rice and wine con¬ 
tinuously with the wooden 
spoon. When the first cup of 
wine has been absorbed by the 
rice, add another cup. Stir the 
rice and wine, and add the final 


cup of wine when the rice has 
absorbed the second cup. As 
you stir, the rice will release 
its natural starches, which help 
absorb the liquid. 

10. Begin adding the hot water 
in 1/4-cup increments, stirring 
all the while. When you have 
added about 1 cup of the hot 
water, start tasting the rice 
and when it’s al dente and 
has a little toothiness, stop 
adding water. This entire pro¬ 
cess should take about 20 min¬ 
utes. Keep the hot water on 
the stove. 

11. Add the cheddar and mas¬ 
carpone to the hot risotto. Stir 
to allow the cheese to melt into 
the rice. Gently stir in the 
glazed onions. Season with 
salt and pepper. (Make sure 
you use enough pepper, which 
helps cut through the flavors 
of the dish.) 

12. Divide the risotto among 
four to six serving plates or 
shallow bowls. Drain and pat 
dry the julienned apples and 
garnish each serving with the 
apples, chives, and bacon pow¬ 
der. Spoon the pureed apple 
peelings around the outside 
of the dish.

North Korea scored a major vic¬ 
tory in the kimchi wars Monday 
when the UN all but elevated its 
pickled vegetables to the same 
lofty status as its southern neigh¬ 
bour’s spicy capitalist cabbage. 

Pyongyang suffered a blow 
to its prestige two years ago 
when South Korea’s kimchi — 
a favourite dish made mostly 
from fermented cabbage—was 
added to UNESCO’s prestigious 
list of the world’s “intangible 
cultural heritage.” Not to be 
outdone, the north is now on 
the brink of getting the same 
classification for its own com¬ 
munist kimchi. 

The fiery, often strong¬ 
smelling foodstuff can provoke 


equally strong emotions, with 
fierce rivaliy between regions, 
communities and even families 
over whose kimchi is superior. 

“Koreans share experience 
among themselves to make 
delicious kimchi according 
to season, while helping each 
other with raw materials and 
in preparation,” UNESCO said 
as it confirmed the inclusion 
of the Democratic Republic of 
Korea’s “red kimchi” on a list 
of nominations to be rubbers- 
tamped at a meeting next week 
in Namibia. 

Seventeen other folk, dance, 
song and artisanal traditions are 
also set to receive UNESCO help 
and protection. AFP

RECIPE 

Rich French 
food gets 
slimmed down 
with substitutes 

If you’ve ever spent any winter 
time in France, you’ve undoubt¬ 
edly indulged in the ultimate 
comfort food of the French — 
cassoulet. 

Yes, white beans are the main 
ingredient, but a proper cassou¬ 
let is loaded with fatty sausage, 
pork, duck fat, garlic, onion and 
salty-silky duck confit. In short, 
it’s a hefty dish. In regular life, 
you need a version that evokes 
some of that comfort, without 
quite so much heft. 

The secret lies in roasting the 
garlic and slow-cooking the on¬ 
ions, which lends a sweetness 
that mimics some of the round¬ 
ness of the (now-missing) duck 
fat. Smoked paprika boosts the 
smokiness of thick-cut bacon, 
so the whole dish needs only 
a couple slices. Chicken thighs 
impart richness and cubes of 
pork tenderloin add meaty heft. 

And a completely unconven¬ 
tional add? Soy chorizo, because 
it gives depth of flavour and a 
fatty mouth-feel for about a third 
the fat of traditional sausage. 

Lightened Cassoulet 

Prep time: Start to finish: 2 hours 
(1 hour active) 

• 6 boneless, skinless chicken 
thighs, patted diy 

• Kosher salt and ground 
black pepper 

• 5 cloves garlic 

• 2 slices thick-cut bacon, cut 
into small lardons 

• 2 to 3 Tbsp olive oil 

• 1/2 lb pork tenderloin, cubed 
and patted diy 

• 1 large yellow onion, chopped 

• 1 stalk celeiy, finely chopped 

• 2 medium carrots, finely 
chopped 

• 1 medium tomato, chopped 

• 4 oz soy chorizo, casing re¬ 
moved 

• 1/2 tsp smoked paprika 

• 2 tsp herbes de Provence 

• 1 cup dry white wine 

• 1/2 to 3/4 cup beef stock 

• 3 cups cooked Navy beans 
(rinsed if canned) 

• 2 bay leaves 

• 1 Tbsp butter, melted 

• 1/2 cup seasoned panlco bread¬ 
crumbs 


Directions 

1. Salt and pepper the chicken 
thighs, then set aside. 

2 . Place the peeled cloves of gar¬ 
lic and 2 Tbsp of water in a glass 
measuring cup. Cover with plas¬ 
tic wrap (allowing a to vent), and 
microwave for 1 minute, or until 
the garlic is fragrant and softened 
a little. Set aside. 

3. Meanwhile, in a large Dutch 
oven over medium-high, heat 
2 Tbsp of the olive oil. Add the 
bacon and cook until crispy. Re¬ 
move the bacon from the pan 
and set aside, leaving the fat in 
the pan. Add the pork tenderloin 
cubes and brown just until gold¬ 
en on all sides, about 3 minutes. 
Remove the pork from the pan 
and set aside. Add the chicken 
thighs and brown until golden 
all over, about 10 minutes total, 
then remove and set aside. 

If there is not enough fat still 
in the Dutch oven, add another 
tablespoon. 

4. Add the onions and reduce 
heat to medium-low. Cook until 
tender, about 10 minutes, then 
reduce the heat to low and con¬ 
tinue cooking until the onions 
are nicely caramelized, about 
another 10 minutes. 

5. Heat the oven to 350 F. In¬ 
crease the heat under the Dutch 
oven to medium-high. Add the 
celery and carrots and cook for 
an additional 5 minutes. Chop 
the garlic and add it along with 
the tomato, soy chorizo, smoked 
paprika and herbes de Provence, 
then cook until very fragrant 
and the tomatoes have softened, 
about 5 minutes. 

6 . Increase the heat to high and 
deglaze the pan with the wine 
and beef stock, allowing it to 
bubble and reduce for 3 minutes. 
Return the bacon and pork to the 
pan, then add the beans and bay 
leaves and stir to combine. Nestle 
the chicken (and any juices) into 
the beans, then cover the pan 
and bake for 30 minutes. 

7. In a small bowl, toss the butter 
and breadcrumbs. Remove the 
cassoulet from the oven, uncover, 
sprinkle with the breadcrumbs, 
then return to the oven and cook, 
uncovered, for another 20 min¬ 
utes. Let cool a little before serv¬ 
ing.

Long cold bison sows oats tech way

After 35 years, 
frozen sperm 
gets some zoo- 
assisted action 

When it comes to species on the 
verge of extinction, technology is 
replacing the birds and the bees. 

The Toronto Zoo announced 
this summer that the sperm, 
stored in liquid nitrogen since 
1980, had been used to artifi¬ 
cially inseminate a female bison 
last October. 

She produced a healthy male 
calf in late July. To the zoo’s 
knowledge, that success set a 
new mark in zoological science, 
for the longest-stored sperm to 
produce a successful birth in a 
zoo species. 

“We were joking the calf 
should be called Olaf, because 
it had been frozen for so long,” 
said a teasing Dr. Gabriela Mas- 
tromonaco, the zoo’s curator 
of reproductive programs and 
research, with a reference to the 
popular children’s movie Frozen. 

We spoke with Mastromon- 
aco, the Toronto Zoo’s curator 
of reproductive programs and 


research, to learn the importance 
of having sex down to a science. 
This interview has been condensed 
and edited. 

Congrats on your baby 
bison success story! 

I remembering telling eveiy- 
one on the day of the insemin¬ 
ation: “It is what it is, and we 
may not get any babies.” 

I thought the odds were 
against us. 

So how exactly is the, uh, gen¬ 
etic material, 
collected? 

Animals that can’t be safely 
restrained need to be under 
anesthesia for the protection 
of both the animal and the 
worker. It’s not exactly dinner 
talk, but since the animal has 
to be asleep, one of the ways 
we collect is by electro-ejacu¬ 
lation. 

Once the sample is ob¬ 
tained, we put it in a solution 
called a semen extender. Then 
it is frozen properly. The gen¬ 
etics (DNA) will be as good to¬ 
day as they are 50 years from 
now. 

Let’s talk about the little 
guy, how’s he doing? 


The calf has already passed its 
newborn checkup and is right 
on target for growth rate and 
activity level. 

He is still nursing and will 
for quite a while. His mom is 
a bit older (age 10) and experi¬ 
enced; she has been a mother 
before. 

I tried to put all my eggs in 
the best basket because the 


35-year-old sperm is so valu¬ 
able. 

Speaking of mom, is she 
enjoying the new respon¬ 
sibility? 

She’s a great mom. 

Right now, they’re insepar¬ 
able. Typically, bison moms 
are quite protective. Even 
though the species is fairly si¬ 


lent, those with babies tend to 
grunt a lot to keep others from 
getting too close. 

Why use old sperm in the 
first place? 

We need to capture as many 
genes as we can; increased 
diversity in the wild means it 
is more likely the population 
will survive. 


The animal the sperm was 
collected from 35 years ago is 
probably dead. Its offspring is 
probably dead. This is a way of 
bringing back those genes into 
the population. 

Wood bison are having a hard 
time in the wild right now. 
How so? 

Wild herds have tuberculosis 
and brucellosis. These chronic 
diseases can lead to death and 
affect the animal’s ability to re¬ 
produce. As a result, the popu¬ 
lation is unsustainable. 

Despite Parks Canada’s 
investment since the 1980s, 
really what was a huge effort, 
we still have not been able to 
clear ourselves of the problem. 

What does this success 
mean for other threatened 
species around the world? 

I think it validates the role 
of biobanlcs (a repositoiy for 
frozen cells such as sperm and 
embiyo samples) because they 
face criticism for seeming too 
farfetched. But this proves that 
wildlife biobanking is truly a 
strategy for preserving genetic 
diversity because we can bring 
samples back.

In this Danish documentaiy by 
Soren Steen Jespersen and Nasib 
Farah, a young man identified as 
The Shadow sits in a dim room, 
his face and voice obscured. 

Calmly, he explains his rea¬ 
sons for joining Al-Shabab, the 
Islamic extremist group based 
in Somalia. 

As the son of Somali immi¬ 
grants to Denmark — alleged¬ 
ly one of the most socially en¬ 
lightened places on earth—The 
Shadow spent his teenage years 
on the margins, doing drugs, get¬ 
ting into trouble, and seeing no 
prospects for himself. 

“Nothing in my life made any 
sense,” he says. 

Then a group took him in, 
fed him, treated him seriously, 
talked to him about God. He real¬ 
ized, “I could become a warrior 
for Al-Shabab, or I could stay in 
Copenhagen and be a failure.” 

Anyone struggling to under¬ 
stand why so many people vol¬ 
unteer to lull themselves in what 
they see as holy war can find 
answers here. 

After a childhood friend blew 
up a medical school graduation, 
Farah travelled to Somalia and 
back to Denmark, conducting 


interviews over four years. 

His insider point of view sets 
this doc apart, as does its call for 
compassion. 

The filmmakers believe 
western authorities should 
bring these young people 
back into society, rather than 
punish or alienate them further. 


They contend that the West 
needs to admit its own failings: 
a study of seven European cities 
proves that Somali communities 
suffer the most isolation, the 
least employment, and the low¬ 
est rate of education. 

You don’t have to be Einstein 
to realize what comes out of that.

Scott Balcula is no stranger to 
TV, but a prime spot in the 
NCIS empire is still a fairly new 
experience.

Canada’s

Even when something’s at 
the top of the heap, it still 
has to be kept up to date, but 
that rule hasn’t always reson¬ 
ated with Honda. Its Civic has 
been Canada’s best-selling car 
for almost two decades, but 
the last couple of “all-new” 
redesigns were so watered- 
down that it was sometimes 
tough to see exactly what had 
been done. 

All is forgiven with the 
2016 sedan, which truly is 
completely redesigned and 
which is now one of the more 
impressive mainstream 
compact sedans that 
I’ve driven. 

There are two 
new engines, 
starting with a 
2 .0-litre four- 
cylinder that 
makes 158 horse¬ 
power, but my 
tester used the 
1.5-litre turbo¬ 
charged four-cylinder. It’s 
Honda’s first turbo in North 
America and cranks out 174 
horsepower, and runs on 
regular-grade gasoline. While 
the 2.0-litre is available with 
a six-speed manual, the turbo 


exclusively uses an automatic 
continuously-variable trans¬ 
mission (CVT). The steering 
and handling are also much 
improved, and the car feels 
lightweight and nimble, with 
sharp response. 

It’s now longer and wider, 
and even though the roof 
swoops down at the back, 
rear-seat headroom remains 
the same as before. The cabin 
is very roomy and comfort¬ 
able overall. The interior is 
also updated, most notably 
with a new instrument clus¬ 
ter that replaces the weird 
two-tiered version Civic used 
to have. Almost all materials 
are now soft-touch for a pre¬ 
mium feel, and there’s more 
small-item storage space than 
before. Most of the controls 
are large and easy to use, but 
the stereo needs a real vol¬ 
ume dial, instead of an an¬ 
noying touch-screen slider 
that’s nearly impossible to 
accurately tap when you’re 
moving. 

There’s also smart¬ 
phone integration 
on all but the base 
model. Plug in 
your phone, and 
either Apple Car- 
Play or Android 
Auto will access 
many of your apps 
on the car’s centre 
screen (but please pay 
attention to your driving 
instead). 

The Civic’s still practical, 
but now it’s fun as well. It’s 
taken a few tries to get here, 
but Honda has finally released 
a version that’s truly worthy 
of its best-seller status.

Technology trumps brand 
loyalty for carbuyers: Poll 



Carmakers are increasingly focusing on infotainment, hands¬ 
free systems and mirroring actions from smartphones, istock 


Consumers have started placing 
such a high premium on in-car 
technology that they’re pre¬ 
pared to switch brands in order 
to get the features they want. 

According to a new KS&R 
survey commissioned by Auto¬ 
trader in the U.S. and published 
to coincide with the L.A. Auto 
Show, almost two-thirds of con¬ 
sumers in the market for a new 
set of wheels would be willing 
to consider a different marque 
if the standard of technology 
on offer in their preferred car 
was lacking. 

In fact, nine out of 10 drivers 
who are getting ready to buy a 
new car in the coming months 
have already started researching 
carmakers’ latest tech offerings, 
particularly in terms of enter¬ 
tainment and driver aids. 

“In-vehicle technology ranks 
increasingly higher for consum¬ 
ers as they consider must-have 
and desired features in their car 
shopping,” said Michelle Krebs, 
Autotrader senior analyst. “That 
puts automakers under intense 
pressure to anticipate and offer 
the technologies consumers de¬ 
sire, or they risk losing them to 
a brand that delivers.” 


More than half — 59 per 
cent — of the 1,012 U.S. vehicle 
owners surveyed said that cruise 
control was a must-have feature 
on their next car, while 59 per 
cent singled out diagnostic alerts 
and 49 per cent integrated USB 
charging ports. 

In addition, the Autotrader 
study is the latest of many re¬ 
cent surveys to highlight that 
consumers clearly have doubts 
about the benefits of systems 
that simply offer an alterna¬ 
tive to the apps and features 
that are already on their smart¬ 
phones. For example, 67 per 


cent thought that access to 
music streaming via the dash¬ 
board would be a “nice to have” 
feature (up from 12 per cent 
in last year’s study) and 61 per 
cent said they wish their current 
car had a Wi-Fi hotspot (just 16 
per cent in 2014). However, 39 
per cent said they prefer using 
the navigation system on their 
smartphone to the ones inte¬ 
grated into cars. 

Therefore, the fact that 57 per 
cent said that carmakers should 
focus on better in-car smart¬ 
phone integration shouldn’t 
come as a surprise, afp

The Mercedes GLK launched 
for 2010 with a bloclcy and 
rugged look that flew in the 
face of more swoopy and 
wind-swept competitors, and 
boasted great visibility on 
account of its square propor¬ 
tions and thin window pillars, 
generous manoeuvrability, 
and a full complement of up¬ 
scale feature content fitting 
of the badge. 

Taking a place beneath the 
ML in the brand’s utility vehicle 
lineup, GLK intended to com¬ 
pete with machines like the 
Acura RDX and BMW X3. Fea¬ 
ture content included push¬ 
button start, navigation, heated 
leather, automatic climate con¬ 
trol, xenon lights and plenty 
more. 

At launch, all models ran 


a 3.5-litre V6 with 268 horse¬ 
power, a 7-speed automatic, 
and 4Matic All-Wheel Drive 
(AWD). From 2013, the V6 was 
up-rated to just over 300 horse¬ 
power, and a 2.1-litre twin-tur¬ 
bo diesel four-cylinder engine 
becomes available, in the GLK 
250 Bluetec. 

The test drive 

Any jerky shifts, slamming sen¬ 
sations, or failure of the trans¬ 
mission to respond via down¬ 
shift to throttle inputs could 
be the result of a fussy Trans¬ 
mission Control Unit (TCU), 
which can be remedied by a 
reset or re-flash of its computer 
software. If any unwanted sen¬ 
sations from the transmission 
are noted on a test drive, be 
sure to have a Mercedes dealer 
investigate. 

Run the COMMAND cen¬ 
tral control interface through 
its paces, exploring and con¬ 
firming proper operation of all 
functionalities. Some owners 
have reported sporadic or 
regular crashing-out of this 
system, which can render many 


vehicle functions relating to 
communications, entertain¬ 
ment and navigation inoper¬ 
able. Revised system program¬ 
ming, available through your 
dealer, will typically solve any 
detected issues. Tiy the control 
knob in all directions, call up 
all menus, pair a phone, and 
be sure the system responds 
favourably. 

Confirm proper operation 
of the powered tailgate, if 
equipped. If the tailgate re¬ 
verses direction on its own, in 
either direction, a faulty motor 
clutch is probably to blame. 
Dealer service advisers have 
access to a service bulletin with 
more information on diagnos¬ 
ing and fixing issues with the 
rear power tailgate. 

Squeaky brakes may be the 
result of excessive wear, or the 
need for revised brake pads to 
mitigate vibrations that cause 
squeaks.

Fuel-cell 'family’ of cars 
not expected within decade 

As it did with the Prius hybrid that began as a single model 
and grew into its own line of vehicles, Toyota might eventually 
do the same with its limited-production Mirai hydrogen-fuel¬ 
cell sedan, pictured, currently available in North America only 
in California and in very small numbers. Mirai chief engineer 
Yoshikazu Tanaka hopes one day a model lineup of fuel-cell 
vehicles will be the case. Speaking to Autocar magazine, he 
didn't propose anything specific model-wise, as that won't 
happen overnight, he said. It likely will take 10 or 20 years 
before fuel-cell cars achieve sales volumes in the neighbour¬ 
hood of today's hybrids, and finding clean sources of hydro¬ 
gen is still considered an issue.

Thriving as the main man 


103RD GREY CUP 

Headcoach 
took Redblacks 
job to build 
from ground up 

Many of Rick Campbell’s child¬ 
hood memories include the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos. 

The Ottawa Redblacks head 
coach was a young boy when 
he watched his father Hugh — 
the Eskimos head coach at the 
time — lead Edmonton to five 
consecutive Grey Cup victories 
from 1978-82. Now Campbell is 
looking to make his own mark 
as a CFL head coach as he guides 
the Redblacks to their first 
Grey Cup appearance, 

Perhaps fittingly, 
the Redblacks will 
play Edmonton on 
Sunday in Win¬ 
nipeg. Campbell, 
who spent almost 
a decade on the 
Eskimos’ coach¬ 
ing staff earlier in 
his career, is doing his 
best to downplay the con¬ 
nection and instead keep the 
focus on the big game. 

“I’m just really trying to live 
in the moment and making sure 
we get our football team ready 
to play,” Campbell said Tues¬ 
day before the team departed 
for Winnipeg. “I obviously do 
have a histoiy with Edmonton 
with me working there and my 
family. I also got used to it as 
I’ve played against Edmonton 
over the years when I worked 
in different cities.” 

Campbell made his CFL coach¬ 



ing debut with the Eskimos in 
1999 as a defensive backs/special 
teams co-ordinator. He spent 
six seasons in the role before 
being promoted to defensive 
co-ordinator (2005-08). 

Campbell also worked in vari¬ 
ous coaching roles with Winni¬ 
peg (2009), Calgaiy (2010), Ed¬ 
monton (2011) Calgary again 
(2012-13), before heading to Ot¬ 
tawa last year for the Redblacks’ 
debut season. When the 44-year- 
old native of Spokane, Wash., 
originally interviewed for the 
Redblacks’ coaching position, 
part of the appeal was his de¬ 
sire to build something from 
the ground up. 

“I wanted to come here to be 
a part of something new,” he 
said. “It wasn’t about me 
putting my name on the 
franchise, but it was 
about all of us put¬ 
ting our name on 
a new franchise in 
a new city. I had 
observed Ottawa 
from the outside 
and just had a real¬ 
ly strong suspicion 
this could be a really 
great thing to be a part of. 

“We’re trying to make this a 
place where we have high ex¬ 
pectations and we want to be 
a winning program over the 
years.” 

The elder Campbell will not 
be in Winnipeg for the Grey Cup, 
but has provided some advice 
for his son. 

“He told me we’ve got to do 
the things that got you there,” 
said Campbell. “It’s a bigger 
stage, but as far as how you win 
football games doesn’t change.”

The Edmonton Oilers’ season 
has already been filled with a 
ton of stoiylines, so why not 
add another to the pile? With 
his strong play, backup-in¬ 
name-only Anders Nilsson has 
started a bona fide goalie con¬ 
troversy in town. The six-foot- 
five Swede, who was origin¬ 
ally drafted and developed by 
the New York Islanders, has 
played tremendously of late, 
in particular stopping many 
tough Washington shots in an 
eventual 1-0 loss to the high- 
powered Capitals Monday. 

Nilsson has never played 


more than 19 NHL games in 
any season, but he was a star 
in the KHL last year with Ale 
Bars Kazan, leading the play¬ 
offs with six shut¬ 
outs in 20 games 
and earning first- 
team all-star hon¬ 
ours. That came 
after an excellent 
international stint 
at the world cham¬ 
pionship, where 
he helped Sweden 
earn a bronze 
medal. 

And this is a 

player who is just 25 years 
old. In the NHL, goalies 
younger than that are rare, so 
he’s a revelation now only be¬ 
cause his path was a bit more

byzantine than usual. Nils¬ 
son’s size is an obvious advan¬ 
tage, but he’s also smart and 
calm. Since the Oilers aren’t 

_ the most efficient 

team on defence, 
all those attributes 
of Nilsson’s are a 
boon. He can also 
deal with a heavy 
workload, which 
can happen in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Should Nils¬ 
son continue to 
outplay batteiy- 
mate Cam Talbot, 
the Oilers will have a very 
interesting summer on their 
hands. Talbot is an unrestrict¬ 
ed free agent, so he could just 
walk. But Nilsson is restricted, 


so Edmonton has a bit more 
leverage when it comes to his 
rights. Right now, the smart 
play would seem to be locking 
down Nilsson and rewarding 
him for his competency. Sure, 
we’re only one-quarter of the 
way through the season, but 
the goaltending picture is tilt¬ 
ing decidedly to one side and 
as I’ve said in this space in the 
past, Talbot was a gamble as a 
starter in the first place. 

If Nilsson continues to 
play well, then the Oilers 
may have lucked in to a true 
starter for the future. It’s a big 
piece of the puzzle and one 
that seems to have been lost 
under Edmonton’s couch for 
quite some time. Sometimes 
the answers just come to you.
